proposed new regional shop- 
ping centre, then the best 
way to do it would be to 
mention it at the coming 
election forums in St. Albert 

A panel of three, senior 
administrator for the Town 
of St, Albert Robert Byron, 
town planner Wayne Gordon 
and a private consultant John 
Slatter were on hand to field 
questions from those at the 
meeting, 

Before question and an- 
swer period Mr. Gordon 
pointed out that there were 
three main areas which 
people should look at when 
considering the site for the 
proposed development, 
These were physical, econo- 
mie and social factors, 

The main points which 


seemed to catch the interest 
of the public duringthe meet- 
ing were: *if the regional 
centre was going to be 
300,00 square feet in area, 
then what would the develop- 
ers do about buffering traf- 
fic. For instance could traf- 
fic be diverted in or out of 
the facility by a cloverleaf 
system on Highway Two? 
(The present Grandin Mall 
facility covers an area of 
100,000 square feet), 

*The concept of the nei- 
ghbourhood shopping centre 
as opposed to mammoth re- 
gional shopping centres was 
raised and it was felt by 
one member of the public 
that perhaps St, Albert might 
be better served by the smal-

problem of school ae has 
come about as a result ofthe 
district changing from a 
Single-run bus system to a 
two-run system, He pointed 
out that three years ago, 
District No, 3 had gone on 
to a system where the bus- 
es ran at three different 
times, which was the most 
economical way to provide 
this service, District No. 6 
had been fortunate to main- 
tain the one-runsystem until 
this fall, Mr. Gish realized 
that the new school hours 
interfered with existing fam- 
ily patterns but the admini- 
stration was faced with an 
urgent problem and had to 
act accordingly. To addto the 
district's problem, a letter 


was recently received from 
the Town of St, Albert ad- 
vising the board that bus 
passes for the approximately 
60 students attending school 
in Edmonton would no longer 
be valid. The District was 
therefore faced with supply- 
ing an additional bus for stu- 
dents taking special courses 
in Edmonton, 

A question raised from the 
floor asked how much would 
it cost and how many buses 
would be needed to revert to 
a single-run bus system, 

An answer from the board 
was not readily available al- 
though it was thought that an 
additional five or six buses 
might be required. 

Mr. Schroder suggested 
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that a questionnaire be sent 
to residents so that the board 
could evaluate the points of 
view and try to find a solu- 
tion, 

Another idea discussed by 
the board at the meeting con- 
cerned the portable class- 
rooms for the new core 
school, Mr, Schroder asked 
if there was any word on the 
portables and had they yet 
been tendered for. 

Mr, Hargreaves replied 
that the core school tenders 
would be opened on October 
4, 1974, 

Mr. Don Munro asked why 
the portables had not already 
been put out to tender. 

Mr. Hargreaves explained 
that the plans had not arriv- 
ed from the architect, Mr, 
Jack Gardiner, and that the 
delay rests with the archi- 
tects office,

*There was some debate 
over where the centre should 
be placed i.e, north or south 
of the town, It was pointed 
out St, Albert already had a 
shopping centre south of the 
river, What was needed was 
a centre north of the Stur- 
geon which would service the 
people at the north end of 
the town as well as those in 
the MD, 

Another major point which 
emerged from the meeting 
was the specific benefits 
such a centre would have for 
taxpayers in the town, 

The total assessment for 
the Town of St. Albert is 
$42 million and the proposed 
centre would add $21/2 mil- 
lion to the total assessment, 
With a 40 per cent mill rate 
applied to this, there would 


be an added revenue of 
$96,000 flowing into town 
coffers, 


There were complaints 
during the meeting that St. 
Albert was not a good shop- 
ping centre and that most 
people found the need to go 
to Edmonton to buy special- 
ized items of merchandise. 

One or two individuals took 
the floor during the evening 
and at least 12 gave their 


opinions about the regional 
shopping centre, One St, Al- 
bert resident thought it would 
be a good thing if council 
sent a questionnaire to all 
town dwellers for further 
in-put on the shopping centre 
question, 

There will be two further 
meetings and two developers 
Abbey-Glen and Darene Na- 
tional will make their pro- 
posals at the first meeting, 
the developers for the Sha- 
piro site and an ‘x’ site 
at the second meeting, Both 
meetings are expected to be 
in November,

On the basis of comments 
made by various candidates, 
one might have the impress- 
ion that theexisting council 
has not taken steps toward 
a general plan, 

The electorate should be 
informed that a town plann- 
ing department was formed 
in 1973, They are working 
on a general plan, but that 
cannot be accomplished in 
a few months, Prior to the 
formation of this depart- 
ment, your council took a 
long look at having consult- 
ants do a general plan, Even 
the consultants, with exper- 
tise at their beck and call, 
estimated a two year time 
period to produce such a 
document, So why didn’t we 
hire a consultant in lieu of 
our own planning depart- 
ment? Because planning is a 
forever requirement, Any 
general plan must be re- 
viewed and updated on a 
regular basis, If we went 
the consultant route, we 
would have had to engage 
them at regular intervals, 
for review purposes, at con- 
siderable expense, Rest as- 
sured that the town planning 
is in the hands of a capable 
staff. 

The other suggestion is 
that growth should have been 
stopped until the general plan 
was completed, Or are they 
saying, it should have been 
reduced? If that’s what your 
candidates are saying, let’s 
ask them at what rate should 
growth continue during the 
formation of a general plan, 
Eight per cent; 10 per cent; 
12 per cent; maybe 3,4 per 
cent; that’s nice number. 
If you receive an answer to 
those questions, perhaps you 
could ask how they arrived 
at their magic number, I 
believe that close consulta- 
tion with the town’s planning 
department and administra- 
tion is necessary before ar- 
bitrary decisions are made,

As Town Councillor, I feel 
that my duties are to help 
formulate sound policies 
based on facts and recom- 
mendations from admini- 
stration, Unfortunately I 
have found that council tends 
to rush into decisions with- 
out adequate background and 
proper planning. 

For the last three years I 
have constantly urged coun- 
cil to halt the rapid growth 
in order’ that dangerous 
overloading of services 
could be avoided, Unfortun- 
ately my warnings were ig- 
nored and now the Town 
finds itself in having to con- 
struct a new waterline under 
duress, What is perhaps 
more annoying is that the 
new water supply line and 
water agreement will not 
adequately take care of our 
water needs, even at the cost 
of 4 million dollars, 

The new water agreement 
will provide for a total of 
1950 g.p,m, supply while our 
average daily consumption 
last spring was about 1800 
g.p.m, Thus there is very 
little allowance for the resi- 
dents that have moved in 
since last spring and those 
that will occupy homes pre- 
sently under construction or 
will be in the development 
areas, 

I believe that until the 
aspect of Planned and Con- 
trolled Growth is properly 
resolved, (i.e, drastically 
needed services such as wat- 
er supply, sewerage and 
roads between the Town and 
the City, are adequately re- 
solved), that the Town should 
not enter into any addition- 
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al development agreements 
for residential development, 

I believe my training and 
experience greatly enhances 
my ability to serve you on 
council, 

I am a professional én- 
gineer and I have seven full 
years of engineering exper- 
ience relating to industry 
and consulting, followed by 
11 years of consulting and 
instructional experience, I 
have served on council since 
1968, and during that time 
have served on many com- 
mittees, Presently I’m the 
Town rpresentative to the 
Edmonton Regional Plann- 
ing Committee and to the 
Edmonton Regional Emer- 
gency Measures Orgariza- 
tion, Within these organiza- 
tions, I’m chairman of a 
special committee on ERPC 
that is studying and recom- 
mnding on the new Plann- 
ing Act, I’m also the chair- 
man of the Edmonton Re- 
gional Emergency Measures 
Organization, 

I am 42 years old, marr- 
ied and we have three child- 
ren, We have resided in St, 
Albert since 1962, 

As in the past, I sincerely
